PLEADS HE CAN’T 


Crowd Shouts “You're 
Afraid, You Wouldn’t if 
You Could.” 


By Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 2.—The indig- 
nation of 4000 citizens, many of them 
women, over the political corruption now 
being unearthed by the grand jury by 
councilmanjc -confessions and denuncia- 
tion of civic vice generally, was vehem- 
ently expressed last night at a mass 
‘meeting in Exposition Hall. 

Mayor William A. Magee, who sought 
to address the meeting, was hooted off 
the stage. The resentment shown was at 
the chief executive’s failure to clean up 
the redlight district, delayed action on 
traction problems and other local mat- 
ters. 

The meeting — abandoned ‘ais 
cussion of councilmanic cases when A. 
Well, president of the Voters’ League, 
led the attack. upon.the Mayor, which 
received great applause. When he had 
concluded Mr. Weil, chairman of the 
meeting, announced: 

Crowd Cries “You're Afraid.” 

“The Mayor asks if you will hear a 
few remarks from him. ‘Voices: “Sure, 
sure’’ and applause.) 

The Mayor: There dre some men who 
have no fear. The Mayor of your city 
is one of them. (A voice: ‘Impeach 
him.*’) 

Chairman Weil: Order, order! 

The Mayor: If I were guilty of all 
the newspaper charges made against 
me, I would be abashed; it would be 
only left for me to resign. 

Voices. Good, good! You’re afraid. 

The Mayor: I knew when I came here 
what a crowd I would meet. (Hisses 
and hoots.) Now that won’t correct the 
evils. 

Voices: You won't, either. 

. The r: Maybe I can’t. 

Volée: You ‘won't try. 

With several pleas for order by Chair- 
man Weil, Mayor Magee attempted to 
explain his actions.on many local mat- 
ters, In the midst of explanation of 
the traction matters, he remarked: 
“I'd like to speak all night *9 go into 
every detail.’’ 

: Is Hooted Off the Sines: 

. Groans, hoots and hisses stopped the 
Mayor, and he was compelled to ¢e- 
sist. 

Mayor Magee today issued a state- 
ment-in which he says that he was led 
into a trap. He says he did not know 
that he ‘as to be questioned by his 
auditors and did not come prepared for 
the questions of the crowd. The mayor 
makes a general denial of the charges 
against his administration last night, 
and welcomes the committee which will 
wait upon him next week and confer 
with him on t..e vice question. 

The graft investigation grand jury to- 
day returned eight indictments. Seven 
were against former members of Se- 
lect Councils from.the North Side and 
one was against Morris Einstein, charg- 
ing the soliciting of a $15,000 bribe from 
the Workingmen’s Savings and Trust 
Co,, to influence legislation in favor of 
the bank in the selection of city deposi- 
tories. 

No presentment accompanied the in- 





dictments. Most of the men mentioned 
in the grand jury’s charges have been 
indicted. before. 

the trials of many councilmen and 
former councilmen indicted in_ the 91 
true bills already returned will begin 
next Monday.. The trial lst. given out 
this afternoon includes the cases of 
former Councilman Charles Stewart and 
Hugh Ferguson, alleged to be leaders in 
the distribution of the vote-buying 
money.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—A new sen- 
sation was sprung soon after the Ballin- 
ger-Pinchot inquiry was resumed this 
morning.

John W. Dudley, former Register of the 
Land Office at Juneau, Alaska, last 
February in a hotel. Dudley, Love tes- 
tified, said he had been “let out” of his 
office and that Collier’s Weekly had in- 
timated to him that “it would be. worth 
from $6000 to $10,000". for him to go to 
Washington to testify. 

“Do you méan that the Weekly meant 
to bribe him" asked Madison.

ST, LOUIS HAS WARRED UPON 
BUCKET SHOPS FOR SIX YEARS: 


St. Louis prosécuting officials. have 
been crusading against bucket shops for 
more than six year’. When Joseph W. 
Folk was Circuit.Attorney he began 
prosecutions against bucket shop own- 
ers, but owing to defects in the law 
he was unable to drive them cut of St. 
Louis. 


When Arthur N. — was elected 
Circuit Attorney one of his first acts 
Was to go before the Legislature and 
ask for the amendment of the bucket- 
shop law. He fought the bucket shops 
with some success, during the éntire 
term of his office, but found it difficult 
to get evidence to make his cases. Sev- 
eral bucket shops were raided and pa- 
pers and books were seized in the search 
for. evidence. Sager also filed suits to 
annul the corporation charters of sev- 
eral of the bucket shops. Some of these 
suits are still pending. 

The bucket shops, through their at- 
torneys, attacked the constitutionality of | 
the different laws. Some of the bucket 
shops, rather than fight the prosecut- 
ing authorities, discontinued business, 
but many of. them defied the law. 

The grand jury that adjourned Friday 
investigated three bucket Shop. cases 
and found it so difficult’ to get evi- 
dence that the proprietors were called 
as witnesses. One was indicted for per- 
jury. Indictments were found against 
three bucket shops. 

The prosecuting authorities have 
long complained that it was almost 
impossible to get evidence against 
the bucket shops. Watchers are em- 
ployed by the bucket shops and when 
persons not known as regular cus- 
tomers enter, they are closely 
watched, and ejected if they ap- 
pear to be there for the pur- 
pose of getting evidence. Invest- 
igators for the Chicago Board of 
Trade were ejected from one bucket 
shop while gathering evidence for 
contempt proceedings in an injune-

William Gleason of 4078 Russell aven- 
ue, who had been talking to Jesse Wil- 
moments. before he was 
struck by an automobile and killed at 
Fifteenth and Olive streets, early Fri- 
day, testified at the inquest into Wil- 
liams’ death Saturday, that he thought 
the number of the machine that killed 
Williams bore a HUcense tag numbered 
either 790 or 791. Deputy Coroner Car- 
riere continued the inquest until Mon- 
day at 9 a. m. to give the police fur- 
ther time to try to arrest the joy-rid- 
ers. 

The records in the License Collector's 
office shows that license 790 was issued 
to Mrs. Thomas K. Niedringhaus of 79 
Vandeventer place. License 791 was is- 
sued to A. E. Silverthorne of 4506 Mary- 
land avenue. 

Mrs. Niedringhaus told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that her car is a black 
limousine, and said she was positive that 
it was in her garage at the time Wil- 
liams was killea. The Sfiverthorne auto 
is kept at the garage of’ the Van Auto 
Co., 4700 Washington boulevard, and is 
a red runabout. The managef of the 
garage said Saturday that the auto was 
in the garage all of Friday night and 





that it had not been out for several 


days. 

Silverthorne told a} Post-Dispatch 
reporter Saturday that he had been 
out to Forest Park Thursday night in 
his auto, and said he left it at King’s 
highway and. Lindell’ boulevard in 
charge of his chauffeur named Fisch- 
ell at 9 p. m. and instructed the 
chauffeuur to take the car to the 
garage. Silverthorne said that if the 
nuto had not been returned to the 
garage, or had been used by joy- 
riders, it was without his BavWwrengs 
or consent, 

When Silverthorne’s statement was 
repeated to the management of the 
Van Auto garage, it was stated that 
the night foreman would be the only 
pérsou who would know the time the 


auto was returned to the garage 
Thursday night, or its movements 
during the night. The night fore- 
man was said ta be at home asleep. 

Gleason testified that the automobile 


whicl killed his companion was going 4 
miles an hour, and that as it came to- 
wards Williams as he crossed Olive 
street, the chauffeur swerved the car 
to the south, dire™ly towards Williams. 
The front wheel struck Williams, he 
said, ahd the machine passed over him. 
The chauffeur again swerved the ma- 
chine, he said; this time to the north, 
and then disappeared west on Olive 
street without stopping. 

The detectives detailed on the case 
have found that only three autos of the 
1910 Dorris model are owned in St. Louls. 
From the general description of the 
machine given by witnesses who saw 
it rushing down the street, it was 
thought to be one of these cars. 

The owners of the three machines were 
questioned by detectives and have sat- 
isfactorily accounted for their: autos at 
the time Williams was killed. The own- 
ers of another make of cars resembling 
the 1910 Dorris will now be questioned. 

Copies of Ordinance No. 24849 are be- 
ing sent to all automobile owners in 
St. Louis by the Police Department. 
This ordinance provides that the metal- 
lic license ‘tags shall be attached to 
the rear of the machine in a stationary 
position, so that it will not swing out 
of sight while the machine is in motion. 

If the license tags on the machine 
which killed Willlams had been fixed 
solidly to the body of the auto, as re- 
quired by the ordinance, Former Mo- 
torcycle Policeman Ferguson believes he 
would: have been able to get the num- 
ber of the car as it passed him a few 
blocks away from the scene of the ac- 
eldent.

From the City Plan Committ 
submitted a report which will {ao | 
favor in the minds —— ‘who have any 
gemuine civic patriotism. © plans of im- 
proyement proposed ‘and the’meang recommended 
for advancing them, are excellent. { The essential! 
points are'the designing of definite jends to work 
for, and the establishment of a permanent com- 
mission to supervise the work year after year, 
and in a measure direct it and ad ce it. The 
Without 
a permanent commission, the best plans 
would fall into confusion. With such @ commis- 
sion even ill-devised plans could be remedied as 
their defects appeared. 

The scope of the work outlined is ample. The 
plans include about every form of improvement 
whose need is at this time evident. Streets, 
parks, play grounds, municipal buildings, busi- 
ness, beauty, pleasure and sanitation, are all 
brought into consideration. The proposed com- 
mission is to be charged with the task of design- 
‘ing specific plans for each and all of the desired 
betterments. It is to be composed of 21 citizens; 
“representing the various interests and profes- 
sions, who shall serve without compensation.” 
To them are to be added as ex- *fficio members 
of the commission, the president of the Board 
of Public Improvements, the Commissioner of 
Streets and the Commissioner of Parks. 

Little reflection will be. needed on thé part of 
any one, to draw the conclusion that the suc- 
cess or the failure or the plan will depend upon 
the personality of the commission. If men of 
true light and leading be appointed, they will 
illumine the path and lead the way. If men who 
are nothing more than “representatives of inter- 
ests” be appointed, they will fall to wrangling or 
to “making deals,” and the end will be confu- 
sion; We cannot tell how that will be until the 
plan has been tried out. Certainly, the promise 
is good; well worth the appropriation of $25,000 
recommended by the committee, St. Louis must 
keep pace with the foremost in the march of mu- 
nicipal .improvement.

SOME FIGURES FOR MR. HILL. 

James J. Hill’s prediction of freight congestion 
is a stanza of his pessimistic song about the cry- 
ing need of more and more capital for railroad 
expansion. The only variation in his refrain of 
ever more capital since 1906 has been to increase 
the amount annually needed from $1,000,000,000 
a year for five years to $1,600,000,000. His con- 
clusion is, however, always the same. He doesn't 
know where the money is coming from. He loves 
to deal in huge amounts and confound us with 
fairy estimates. 

However the new securities issued by the rail- 
roads in 1907 fully equaled Mr. Hill’s prediction— 
made in 1906—of their needs. The panic year fol- 
lowing eaused a halt, but all previous records— 
including the $1,356,000,000 of new issues in 1907 
—seem to have been broken in 1909. 

Mr. Hill never knows where the money is com- 
ing from, and he sighs as he writes the imposing 
total of annual railroad requirements. But the 
railroads seem always to get it. Sometimes they 
pay high rates/and sometimes the rates are so 
high that their requisitions are cut down. There 
is a balance here. The causes of the traffic that 
demands. increased railroad facilities are the 
causes of the wealth that makes increased facili- 
ties possible. When there is not such a balance, 
then realization of the plight included in the 
Hill prophecy will be of little moment.

Something More than half a century ago, the ruler 
of Egypt found himself enormously in debt private- 
ly. British money sharks found him desperately in 
need, and privately loaned him for his private use 
$50,000,000, knowing that he personally could never 
return it. Said the schemers: ‘The country is good 
for. it!" When the money became due they forced 
him to load the repayment upon the people. Mindful 
of the good thing it was to have the whole of Egypt 
as pawn for their advances, the British sharks fe 
sorted to bribery of the ruler to have him increase 
his private debt to them. The sum of $4,600,009 im 
cash was one of the bribes laid at the feet of the 
unworthy ruler. By this he was hired to borrow ot 
er vast moneys for—save a small portion spent on 
the Suez Canal—his private purse. 

On this enormous private debt the British charged 
usurious rates of interest. Then came the British 
Government boldly out from under cover of its diplo- 
matic agents. For the collection of $40,000,000 *“imter= 
est” out of Egypt's gross revenue of only $42,000,008, 
the British Government took control of Egypt! 

The taxes to meet this accursed burden were foreed 
out of the people of Egypt more and more in a 
vance of the time they were due in order to meet the 
‘interest’ payments. Then came an énforced pleas 
jing of the crops of we country far in advance of 
their being grown. ‘Even this did not suffice to meet 
the Infamous payments to England. So, the Britis?

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WHO PAYS FOR OCEAN FREIGHTS 
From the Saturday Evening Post. 

When American cotton goes to Eng- 
land, an English sntp carries ‘it and 
collects the freight. Over ninety per 
cent of our foreign trade is carried in 
foreign vessels, to which we pay an im- 
mense amount for freight. We should, 
say the advocates of ship subsidies, have 
our own ships and thus “save” this 
great sum. 

Every now and then it is announced, 
with much satisfaction, that a large is- 
sue of American railroad or other bonds 


the use of that much foreign capital, 
at a low rate of interest, ard is held to 
be a fine thing for the country. But 
when we get the use of a far greater 
amount of foreign capital, invested in 
ocean transportation, at a low rate of 
interest—that trade being but moderate- 
ly profitable—it is held to be a very 
bad thing for the country. Not so long 
ago Mr. Hill was pointing out that our 
railroads alone ought to have something 
like a thousand millions a year of fresh 
capital for proper development, and that 
it was doubtful if there was that much 
fresh capital available in the country. 
Should we, then, divert our capital to 
the comparatively-unprofitable field of 
ocean transportation? 

Without subsidies, it is said, American 
ships cannot compete, because many of 
the foreign ships are subsidized, which 
enables them to make low rates. In 
other words, other countries are pay- 
ing ships to do our carrying at less 
than cost, plus a reasonable return upon 


that privilege!

Thomas L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers »f America, de- 
clares that the striking coal miners will 
win a victory within 30 days, except 
possibly in the Illinois and Western 
Pennsylvania districts. 

Lewis: was the principal speaker at 
the Belleville celebration of the eight- 


hour law anniversary Friday. He spoke 
at Marissa Friday night and returned 
to Indianapolis: ‘ 

“This ts not a strike, but a 30-days’ 
vacation,” said Lewis. “I expect all the 
miners to be at work -at increased 
wages by May 1, except those in IIli- 
nois and Western Pennsylvania, where 
the question of wages for shot firers 
is involved. The miners will enjoy the 
vacation. They have worked pretty hard 
during the past year, and need a little 
time to go fishing. 

An Abundance of Coal. 

‘There is an abundance of coal for 
the present needs stored at various 
coal-mining centers. There will be no 
suffering either on the part ‘of the 
public or the miners. The operators 
are talking of a prolonged shutdown, 
but I think they have some purpose In 
mind—probably the raising of the price 
to consumers. 

“Many individual operators. have of- 
fered to sign the scale, but I have ad- 
vised the miners not to sign up. I 
want the wage question throughout the 
country settled as a general proposi- 
tion.

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HENRY CLAY. 
NE of the latest “American Crisis 
C) Biographies” is a life of Henry 
Clay, written mainly by . his 
grandson, Thomas Hart Clay, and com- 
pleted by Ellis Paxson Oberhaltzer, 
editor of the series. The book shows 
the filial affection and pride of. the 
author. No trace of impartial criticism 
appears in it. It is an eulogium. Had 
we no other story of Clay’s life to 
guide us, we would believe him to have 
been perfect in all acts of private and 
of public life, having no enemies save. 
those directly inspired by the devil. 
_ Fortunately Henry Clay is one of the 
few. men known to fame, whose reputa- 
‘tion cannot be spoiled even’ by flattery. 
He was the most widely and generally 
loved politician in American history, 
and he deserved every bit of the love 
that was given him, for he himself 
loved much and was genial] in nature 
and well nigh all. comprehending in 
sympathy. While this volume need not 
be consulted -to ‘find an accurate account 
of his political struggles with their al- 
it is, 


him from ‘the standpoint of those who 
‘followéd ‘him almost blindfolded during 
hig lifetime, and. who, after his death, 
looked upon him as a star still giving 
light and guidance to his country. 

‘Strong men used to break down and 
weep when Henry Clay was beaten for 
the presidency. They believed each suc- 
cessive defeat to be a sign that the 
American people were degenerating, and 
that God's favor was withdrawn from 
them. Even in our own time, men live 
who believe that the election of Clay 
would have spared the country the 
curse of civil war. Andrew D. White, 
for example, says: 

“Henry Clay, a Kentucky slave-holder, 
would have saved us. Infinitely better 
than the violent solution proposed to’ us, 
was his large statesmanlike p':. of pur- 
chasing the slave children as they were 
born and setting them free. Without 
bloodshed and at cost of merest nothing 
as compared to the cost of civil war, he 
would thus have solved the problem; 
but it was not so to be. The guilt of 
the nation *was not to be so cheaply 
atoned for. Fanatics North and South 
opposed him.” ‘ 
“It is to be regretted that the story 
of Clay’s life, written by a member of 
his family, did not give an ampler space 
to records of his personal and private 
life. He lived in a large amplitude of 
hospitality and knew a host of the fore- 
most men and women of his time. All 
ef them are eloquént in his praise, and 
there must be traditions at least of the 
.words and the deeds by which he so 
charmed all who'came near him. In 
the book, just enough instances of this 
kind are given to make us wish for 
more. Clay holds a place without a‘ 
rival in our history. It is noted that 
no one ever called him “Colonel” or 
| gave him any title whatever. He was 
always “Henry Clay,” except when in 
enthusiasm he would be called ‘“‘Grand 
Old Harry of the West.” In public 
memory he will be forever associated 
with his great compeers, Calhoun and 
Webster; but when they were alive he: 
only of the three was leader of a party 
strong eheugh to keep him ever te the 
front as a candidate for the presidency. 
Webster was of New England and Cal- 
houn was of the South; but Clay. be- 


fionged to the nation.

“Pigs in Clover,”’ by a woman who 
called herself Frank Danby is a not- 
able example. Poppy Destine is the 
latest of these, being the heroine of 
Cynthia Stockley’s novel “Poppy.” Dot- 
ted as is the pattern of the tale with in- 
effective quotation and marred though 
it ‘be by immature character analysis 
or summings up of motive the novel has 
a charm that is difficult to: describe. 
The heroine is seen first as a rebellious 
drudge of a Boer woman a Cinderella 
in her cousin’s house. She runs away 
ana finds shelter after wandering with 
Luce Abinger who, marred by a jeal- 
ous dancer, has hidden his face on a 
veldt farm. Abinger has two friends, 
Bramham and Carson—the three are 
kpow as “bad men,” that is dangerous 
to women. After six years under Abin- 
ger’s fatherly protection, three of tuose 
years touring the world, Poppy returns 
to South Africa. Abinger tries to keep 
her. locked from his friends and the 
world, but the spirit of adventure leads 
her to find a way through his locks.

UPTON SINCLAIR. 

PTON SINCLAIR has written a 
J new noval, “Samuel The Seeker.” 
Also he has written ‘Prince 
Hagen.” The first named book is not 
without claim to literary merit, but the 
second—well, if it is possible for an au- 
thor with a great, consuming moral pur- 
pose, and all that sort-of thing, to pro- 
duce a palpable’ ‘potboiler,”’ that’s what 
“Prince Hagen” is. After reading its 
latter part, one wonders if the critics 
weren’t too harsh with our recent local 
volume, “The Big Cinch.” For if a 
trained writer like Sinclair, with a 
book of national repute to his credit, 
can turn out such stuff, what is to be 
expected of a novelist whose lines of 
training have been mostly readymade 

clothes lines? ' 


‘ Both the Sinclair volumes deal with 
capitalism. Both show the viewpoint 
which regards all men of a certain 
type as acting in all cases according to 
inexorable rules governing that type, 
and as a result the actors move with the 
rigidity of marionettes, rather than with 
the elasticity of human beings, directed 
and modified by the — of individ- 
ual human nature. 


“Samuel the Seeker,” {fs a seeker for 
troubler To him, as to others of his 
sort, .comes. abundant fulfilment of the 
promise “‘Seek and ye shall find.” His 
seeking, as a mental process, is not- 
acute, for he invariably believes the 
thing he is last told, and follows the 
latest suggestion along the line of least 
resistance, even when such action makes 
him a. burglar. But he keeps going, and, 
as was to be suspected from the outset, 
he ends in a Socialist meeting, with the 
hymn of the Debs creed in welcome to 
him, : 

During the story Samuel becomes, in 
rapid succession, a follower of Herbert 
Spencer, a rich yonth’s companion and 
employe, the passing fancy of a wealthy 
and beautiful girl, a burglar’s helper, an 
orthodox Episcopalian, a would-be re- 
former of church conditions, and an 
excommunicate. In the last phase he is 
driven to Socialism. 


How Socialism is to help, either im- 
mediately or eventually, to solve Sam- 
uel’s problems, is in no way explained 
to the reader. The reader is merely left 
to assume that, since the teachings of 
a college professor and a clergyman 
failed, the third and final venture into 
the realm of sociological theory would 
possess ‘the charm of success. 


“Prince Hagen’’ has no such happy 
ending. It is a rudely wrought parable 
in which a being from an underground 
world, whose sole impulse is acquisitive- 
ness, is introduced into the life of this 
planet. His first discovery is that men 
lare governed. by laws of morality, and 
his conclusion is_that these same laws 
of morality, which forbid the poor man 
to steal, kill and burn, are a grand 
thing for the privileged classes. On 
these grounds, he is about to return to 
his people and try to make them moral 
and religious, that his position as their 
king may be the more gainful. The! 
execution of this plan is delayed by the 
prince’s ventures in city politics and 
by his wooing of a million-heiress, and 
is finally prevented by his sudden death. | 
The imaginary newspaper articles which 
make up the closing chapters are 
wretchedly done. They are neither good 
imitation nor good parody of the con- 
tents of great newspapers, which re- 
quire their writers to take more pains 
‘with ordinary items than Mr. Sinclair | 
has taken with\any part of this book.
